Where They Come From 

Sidelines, the official publica- 
tion of the College Football 
Association, has made a study 
of where Division 1-A college 
football players come from. 
Earlier studies were made in 
1988 and 1991. Not surprising- 
ly, most states show a decrease 
in number of high school play- 
ers who go on to Division I-A 
football, because the NCAA has 
cut scholarships during that 
time. 

For instance, in 1988 Division 
1-A_ rosters showed 254 
Alabamians. That number 
jumped to 314 in 1991. But this 
year it is down to 256, 

As would be expected, the 
largest states provide the high- 
est number of players. It's a trib- 
ute to Alabama high school pro- 
grams that Alabama, about in 
the middle nationally in popula- 
tion, is 10th in providing play- 
ers for Division 1-A football 
teams. Additionally, most of the 
larger population states have 
the advantage of having more 
Division 1-A teams (Texas has 
nine, California and Ohio eight 
each), whereas Alabama has 
only two. 

The survey shows Alabama 
takes advantage of having good 
high school players in-state. 
The Crimson Tide is one of the 
institutions with players from 
the least number of states, 
seven. Texas AG@M's roster has 
players from only two states (81 
from Texas, three from 
Louisiana), San Diego State 
from four, and San Jose State 
from five. Texas Tech, Southern 
Miss and Rice join Alabama 
with players from only seven 
states. The three service 
academies, Nebraska and Notre 
Dame all draw their players 
from at least 30 states. 


Tickets 

There are not many subjects 
of more importance in the fall 
in Tuscaloosa than football tick- 
ets. Tickets for Alabama football 
games are expensive, either be- 
cause they are bought from The 
University and include the Tide

Pride donation or because they 
are purchased from your [riend- 
ly neighborhood scalper. One 
area of interest for many years is 
whether football is for students 
or for fans and alumni. Most 
schools allocate student tickets 
on a percentage basis—both a 
percentage of the total tickets 
available and a percentage of 
the student body being able to 
obtain tickets. One school of 
thought is that one is normally 
a fan or alumnus far longer than 
one is a student, thus fewer 
tickets are allocated to students, 

Osceola, a publication cover- 
ing Florida State athletics, con- 
ducted a survey of 34 major col- 
lege football programs to see 
how student tickets are allocat- 
ed. Alabama's ticket policy for 
students was one of those in- 
cluded in the survey. 

The survey showed that 
Alabama allocates 11,565 tick- 
ets for 20,000 students. That's 
16 per cent of the tickets allot- 
ted to students and 58 per cent 
of the students able to get tick- 
ets. Those numbers are about 
average in the Southeastern 
Conference. However, the sur- 
vey determined the cost to 
Alabama students is high, $115 
for this year’s seven-game home 
package, because Alabama stu- 
dents pay a $73 activity fee plus 
$6 per ticket. Only Ole Miss 
(with an activity fee of $87.50 
and a charge of $5 per ticket for 
a total of $117.50) was more ex- 
pensive than Alabama. 


Graduation Rates 

Time magazine recently com- 
pared the graduation rates of 
football programs in the 
Associated Press pre-season top 
25, and Alabama didn’t fare as 
well in the classroom as it does 
on the football field. Alabama 
was 12th in the pre-season poll, 
but, 21st in graduation rate. 

Meanwhile, Penn State, 

ranked ninth in the pre-season 
football poll, was a runaway 
winner as number one in gradu- 
ation rate, and now the Nittany 
Lions have moved up to the top 
spot in football, too. 


Basketball Rankings 

To the surprise of no one, 
most pre-season men's basket- 
ball rankings are putting 
Alabama behind defending na- 
tional champion Arkansas. The 
Razorbacks are considered the 
favorites to win the national 
title again, and, along the way, 
to be best in the Southeastern 
Conference West Division, 
Alabama is generally picked 
second in the SEC West. 

The Tide is getting some na- 
tional recognition. Lindy’ has 
picked Bama 19th, College 
Sports has the Tide 25th. 


McDyess Noticed 

Sophomore basketball center 
Antonio McDyess is earning 
some national recognition. 
Although he is not one of the 
25 finalists for the John 
Wooden Award as the nation's 
best college player, he did finish 
in the top 50, one of only nine 
sophomores considered for the 
honor. Also, College Sports 
named him one of the nation’s 
top 40 sophomores. 


Basketball Walk-Ons 

Reggie Lee, who hit 100 per 
cent of his field goal attempts 
last year—one for one-has re- 
turned this year as a walk-on 
for the Alabama men’s basket- 
ball team. The 5-8 sophomore 
point guard from Baton Rouge, 
Louisiana, is one of three non- 
scholarshipped players for 
Coach David Hobbs. Two new- 
comers, both freshmen, walking 
on are Blake Thrasher, a 6-3 
guard from Garland, Texas, who 
spent his senior year at 
Tuscaloosa Academy, and Scott 
Hamilton, a 6-9, 230-pound 
center from Centralia, 
Washington. 


The Longest Shot 

When longtime South 
Carolina Basketball Coach 
Frank McGuire died recently, it 
reminded that for many years 
the Guinness Book of World 
Records listed the longest shot 
in the history of basketball one 
made on January 4, 1955, in 


Foster Auditorium. Alabama's 
George Linn turned and threw 
the basketball just as the first 
half ended and the ball went 
through the net 84 feet, 11 
inches away. Alabama was en 
route to a 77-55 victory over 
North Carolina, then coached 
by McGuire. The team benches 
were at each end of the court, 
and McGuire remembered years 
later that he was standing clos- 
er than anyone to Linn when he 
made the shot. McGuire walked 
out onto the court and put his 
toe down where Linn had shot 
from and waited for a mainte- 
nance man to make a temporary 
mark on the court. Later a 
bronze marker was inserted into 
the spot to mark the shot. 


Women's Rankings 

Coming off a Final Four ap- 
pearance in last year’s Women's 
NCAA Championship Tourna- 
ment, it's not surprising that 
Coach Rick Moody’s Crimson 
Tide is getting plenty of pre-sea- 
son attention. The difficult 
thing is being in the South-east- 
ern Conference, easily the na- 
tion’s toughest in women’s bas- 
ketball. Virtually every pre-sea- 
son poll picks Tennessee to be 
number one, Vanderbilt to be 
among the top teams, and 
Florida, Georgia, Auburn and 
Ole Miss to crack the top 25 or 
SO. 

Nevertheless, Alabama is 
picked second or third in the 
SEC and among the nation’s top 
teams. Street & Smith predicts 
Bama to be 11th, Women's 
Basketball News Service and 
Athlon have the Tide 12th, 
Lindy’ puts Alabama 10th, and 
College Sports shows the most 
respect for the Tide women, 
predicting a fifth place finish. 


Player Of The Year 

Returning Alabama women's 
basketball team All-America 
point guard Niesa Johnson, as 
expected, has been selected to 
virtually every pre-season All- 
America team. Additionally, the 
senior sensation from Clinton, 
Mississippi, has been tabbed the 
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pre-season national player of 
the year by Lindy’s, College 
Sports and Sporting News. 


Television Change 

It had originally been an- 
nounced that Alabama's 
women's basketball team would 
have three televised games dur- 
ing regular season play. 
However, one of those-the 
South Carolina game on 
January 22-has been cancelled. 
It was to have been a regional 
production shown on Jefferson- 
Pilot's network and 
SportsSouth, 

However, Bama does have two 
television appearances sched- 
uled, both from Coleman 
Coliseum. The Tide’s January 8 
game against Vanderbilt will be 
on ESPN at 4 p.m. CST, while 
Bama's February 5 contest 
against Tennessee will be on 
SportsSouth at 1:30 p.m. CST. 


Cross Country Success 

With the Southeastern 
Conference cross country cham- 
pionships set for October 29 in 
Fayetteville and the NCAA 
District meet at Greenville, 
South Carolina, November 12, 
and the NCAA Championships 
back in Fayetteville November 
21, Tide Head Coach David 
Troy has reason to be excited, 

The Bama women have been 
particularly impressive this year, 
moving up to seventh in the na- 
tional rankings. The Tide 
women have won all five meets. 
Freshman Jessica Fry has come 
on strong, winning the individ- 
ual titles in Bama's final three 
meets. Freshman Carrie 
Garritson won the opening 
meet, while senior Malin 
Ohlund also has an individual 
title. 

Although the men are not 
ranked, they, too, have had 
greal success, winning three 
meets and placing fifth at Notre 
Dame and eighth at Penn State. 
Sophomore Faizal Emamaullee 
has one individual win and 
freshman Brian Hesson another, 


Staley Selected 

Alabama Head Football Coach 
Don Staley—who is coach of the 
Alabama womens football team, 
better known as soccer—has 


been selected to serve on the 
Birmingham Olympic Soccer 
Committee, which will help or- 
ganize matches for the 1996 
Summer Olympics. Although 
the 1996 Olympic Games are 
scheduled for Atlanta, some 
events are being held at sites 
outside Atlanta. Birmingham's 
Legion Field will be the site of 
some early soccer games. 


Freshman Killer 

Nina Foster, a freshman vol- 
leyball performer, has been 
ranked among the nation’s top 
20 performers in three cate- 
gories this year, an almost un- 
heard of feat. She was ranked 
seventh nationally in blocks and 
kills per game, the highest rank- 
ing freshman in the nation in 
both categories, and 20th in hit- 
ting efficiency. The American 
Volleyball Coaches Association 
has a 30-Kill Club, and Foster 
has made it six times this year. 
She has been the SEC Player of 
the Week. 

She has set two Alabama 
records this year, and then bro- 
ken both of them in later 
matches. She holds records of 
13 blocks in a match (set 
against Clemson) and 39 kills in 
a game (in a win against 
Auburn), which is a Foster 
Auditorium mark. And in 
Alabama's first ever victory over 
LSU recently she became the 
first Tide player to have a triple- 
double-30 kills, 12 blocks, and 
11 digs. 

The win over LSU was Bama’s 
second milestone win of the 
season. Earlier Coach Dorothy 
Franco-Reed’s team defeated 
Tennessee for the first time. 

Bama is preparing for the SEC 
Championships in Gainesville, 
Florida, November 18-20. 


Shootout 

The annual Alabama-Auburn 
Golf Shootout, with proceeds ben- 
efitting the golf programs at the 
two universities, will be Thursday, 
November 17, at Bent Brook Golf 
Course in Birmingham. The for- 
mat is a five-player scramble with 
each foursome joined by a college 
golfer or athletics staff member. 
Registration and lunch will be at 
10 a.m. with a shotgun start at 11 
a.m. 
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Those wishing to participate 
on an Alabama team may make 
their donations payable to ei- 
ther the Men’s Golf Gift Fund 
(in which case check should be 
mailed to Bama Men’s Coach 
Dick Spybey) or to the Women's 
Golf Gift Fund (mailed to 
Women’s Coach Betty Palmer).

Tennis Rankings 

Alabama is ranked 27th in the 
nation in women's tennis. The 
Intercollegiate Tennis 
Association rates Coach Jim 
Tressler's doubles team of 
sophomore Hilde Otterman and 
junior Marouschka van Dijk 
11th in the nation. The two 
were co-most valuable players 
for Alabama in 1994, Otterman 
is rated 97th and van Dijk is 
30th in singles. 


Hall Of Famers 

Alabama Head Football Coach 
Gene Stallings and former 
Crimson Tide player Bob 
Baumhower have been selected 
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for 1995 induction into the 
Alabama Sports Hall of Fame. 

The new class of inductees 
(which brings the total of in- 
ductees since 1969 to 177) will 
be honored at an induction ban- 
quet February 25 at the 
Birmingham-Jefferson Civic 
Center.

Football Update: 


Taking Aim At 700th All-Time Win

Tide closing on milestone 
win behind recrod-setting 
quarterback Jay Barker 


1992, the Tide put together a record- 

setting year, a 13-win season and the 
national championship. However, that was 
only Bama’s 98th season of playing football 
games, This is the 100th year of actual on- 
the-field football participation for Alabama, 
and the Crimson Tide has a chance to add 
another line to its remarkable record. 

Against LSU, Bama will be going for its 
700th all-time victory. Only two other 
major college football teams have reached 
that milestone, Michigan (which has 744 
wins in 115 seasons) and Notre Dame 
(727 in 106 seasons). Texas is fourth all- 
time with 692 wins. The only other 
Southeastern Conference team in the top 
ten in all-time wins is Tennessee, ninth 
with 639 wins. 

It is somehow fitting that Jay Barker will 
have been the Alabama quarterback on 
Bama’s fast close to 700 wins. Barker has 
become the winningest quarterback in 
storied Crimson Tide history. Think about 
the list of great Alabama quarterbacks 
who played on great teams: Pat Trammell, 
Joe Namath, Steve Sloan, Ken Stabler, 
Terry Davis, Richard Todd, Jeff Rutledge, 
Mike Shula; and in the pre-T-formation 
days, left halfbacks Harry Gilmer and 
Dixie Howell. None were able to win at 
the rate of Barker, who has a 31-1-1 
record as a starter. That's a winning per- 
centage of .955. Only Stabler (19-2), 
Howell (22-2-1) and Todd (18-2) man- 
aged to win 90 per cent of their games. 
Only Gilmer (30-9-2) managed to direct 
30 wins. Barker earlier set a Southeastern 
Conference record with 22 consecutive 
wins as the starting quarterback. 

Although the standard line on Barker is 
that he can’t do anything but win, he is 
also closing in on a handful of individual 
Crimson Tide records. Through the 
eighth game of this year, Barker is:

* second in career pass completions 
with 350. Scott Hunter (1968-70) had 
382; 

* second in career passing yardage with 
4,876. Hunter had 4,899, 

* second in career attempts with 624. 
Hunter had 672. 

And he is working on a continuing 
school record of having not thrown in in- 
terception in his last 147 attempts, includ- 
ing all 144 this year. The SEC record is 
17% 

“I'd like to be thought of as a winner, 
someone who gave all he could out there 
and who loved his teammates and The 
University of Alabama and wanted to win 
for them,” Barker said after getting victory 
number 31. 

Consider, too, what senior halfback 
Sherman Williams has meant to this 
Alabama football team. Remarkably, 
Alabama has an 18-0 record in games in 
which Williams has scored a touchdown 
and is 11-0 in games in which he has

rushed for over 100 yards. (Only Bobby 
Humphrey, with 15 100-yard games, has 
more than Williams in Bama history.) 

Williams, who has 934 yards rushing 
this year, is likely to become the fourth 
player in Bama history to rush for 1,000 
yards in a season (Humphrey and Johnny 
Musso did it twice each and Siran Stacy 
also had 1,000). Williams is fifth in career 
rushing attempts with 437 and seventh in 
Bama history in rushing yardage with 
2,079, 

Williams’ 934 yards rushing is 68 per 
cent of all of Bama’s rushing yardage 
(1,373 yards) this year through the win 
over Ole Miss. Throw in Williams’ 170 
yards in receiving and he accounts for 43 
per cent of all Bama offense. He's also re- 
turned a couple of kickoffs for 36 yards. 

Alabama Head Coach Gene Stallings is 
going to have a tough time setting any 
winning records at Alabama because of 
the Hall of Fame coaches who have pre- 
ceded him, but he’s making a good run. In 
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fairness, Stallings did not take over a pro- 
gram that needed building (or re-build- 
ing) as did notable predecessors Wallace 
Wade (61-13-3 mark, 1923-30) and Paul 
Bryant (232-46-9 record, 1958-82). He, 
like Frank Thomas (115-24-7 record, 
1931-46), took over programs in good 
shape. The year before Thomas took the 
helm Bama was 10-0 under Wade. The 
year before Stallings became head coach 
in 1990, Alabama was 10-2 and SEC co- 
champions under Bill Curry (26-10 mark, 
1987-89). 

But in the first 58 games of his career, 
Stallings trails only Thomas among for- 
mer Alabama coaches in winning percent- 
age. Thomas was 49-6-3 for 87.1 per cent, 
while Stallings is 48-9-1 for 83.6 per cent. 


Alabama defeated Tennessee, 17-13, in 
Knoxville, it accomplished a couple of 
things.

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0-1 mark against the Vols (4-0-1 for the 
fifth-year seniors). But the win, which 
was Alabama’s seventh of the year, was 
also the Crimson Tide’s sixth win against 
Division 1A competition, Alabama opened 
the season against a Division 1AA oppo- 
nent, Chattanooga. NCAA rules require 
six wins against Division 1A competition 
for a team to be eligible for a bowl game. 
While no one was worried about this 
Bama team having a bowl game at the end 
of the season, it’s now pretty much assured 
that Alabama will be extending its national 
record of bowl appearances to 47. 
Although the SEC Championship is not 
a primary goal of the Crimson Tide, it’s 
hard to play for the primary goal-the na- 
tional championship—without picking up 
the SEC title. Alabama is probably a win 
over Mississippi State on November 12 
from playing in the third annual SEC 
Championship Game on December 3 in 
the Georgia Dome in Atlanta. Florida is 
the likely opponent, which would make 
the tide game an Alabama-Florida affair 
for the third straight year. Bama and the 


Gators have split the first two champi- 
onship games. Alabama’s win in 1992 en 
route to the national championship was 
Bama’s 20th, which is nine more titles 
than Tennessee, the next best, has. 

Playing in the SEC Championship 
Game and a bowl game could mean that a 
participation record would be set this 
year. Matt Hammond and Lemanski Hall, 
who finished their Bama careers last year, 
both played in 50 games. Because of the 
addition of the SEC Championship Game, 
Alabama has played in 13 games the past 
two years. Another 13-game schedule this 
year would give defensive backs Tommy 
Johnson and Sam Shade, who have thus 
far played in every game in their Bama ca- 
reers, 51 participations. 

However, Tarrant Lynch has an opportu- 
nity to better that mark. As a true fresh- 
man in 1990, Lynch played in two games, 
then was injured, getting a medical red- 
shirt season. Since then he has missed 
only one game. If Alabama plays 13 games 
and Lynch plays in all of them, he would 
have played in 52 games at Alabama.

Can This Leopard Change Spots?

Career bad guy seems 
to have gotten his life 
in order with final chance 


Alabama Head Coach Gene Stallings’ 
doghouse. His first play in an Alabama 
uniform as Alabama opened the 1991 season 
against Temple was memorable for the 
wrong reason, Royal said. “I got outside of 
my lane (on Alabama's first kickoff) and 
their return man went right up through 
where I was supposed to be,” Royal said. 
“They (Alabama coaches) snatched me out 
of the game, fussed at me, and let me think 
about it a while before I got back in there.” 
Fortunately, that was what a football coach 


[: didn’t take André Royal long to get in 


calls “correctable error,” a failure to carry 
out an assignment that can be corrected on 
the practice field. 

Unfortunately, most of Royal's other trips 
to Stallings’ doghouse have been errors of a 
different type-errors in lifestyle. 

He's missed one Southeastern Conference 
Championship Game, one Auburn game and 
one bowl game because of disciplinary ac- 
tion. He's missed an Auburn game, an SEC 
Championship Game and a bowl game be- 
cause of injury. That translates to Royal 
being available for only two of the eight 
biggest games of his career-three Auburn 
games, two SEC title contests, and three 
bowl games. He has never taken part in 
spring training. 

He has been suspended from the Crimson 
Tide team four times, including once for 
fighting with teammate Jon Stevenson in 
Bryant Hall. 

“It wasn’t just one or two incidents,” Royal 
said. “There were plenty of them, one right 


after another. I was immature; I just couldn't 
seem to keep myself out of them. I’ve had 
bad times since | got here. This is the only 
year things have been going good for me.” 

Now he’s on his fifth and final chance in 
his senior season. That he made it back onto 
the squad is a measure of what Royal could 
have been doing all along. Stallings gave 
him a list of tough assignments, and Royal 
got them done. While Royal's history is one 
of off-the-field lack of discipline, he made a 
turn-around last spring. 

“The challenges on the field have never 
been hard,” he said, adding that he’s always 
been willing to work at being a good football 
player. “The challenge off the field was a lot 
more difficult.” Royal admitted that part of 
his problem was alcohol-related, and part of 
his challenge from Stallings was to give up 
drinking, which he has done. “That means 
absolutely no alcohol,” Royal said, adding 
that he is monitored frequently in Alabama’s 
drug and alcohol testing program.

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Last spring Royal went to see Stallings 
every week (“sometimes twice a week,” he 
said) to see what his chances were of return- 
ing. Royal's itinerary was to not miss a class, 
to have at least a 2.85 grade point average, 
and to stay out of trouble. “A 2.85 may not 
sound like much, but coming up on my se- 
nior year | didn’t have any easy courses to 
take,” Royal said. “I ended up taking 15 
hours in the spring semester.” It was close. 
When Royal finally got his last grade, it 
computed to 2.846. “I pointed out to Coach 
Stallings that it rounded off to 2.85, and he 
agreed,” Royal said. 


oyal didn’t learn until early summer 
R* he would be allowed to re-join 

the Tide in August. “There was a lot 
of doubt in my mind whether he would give 
me another chance,” said Royal, who con- 
sidered transferring. 

“Coach Stallings is a fair man—more than 
fair,” Royal said. “I think the world of him. 
Everything he’s done has been for me. | 
don’t think another coach would have given 
me the chances he has. I think he gets more 
out of helping people. I've done what I’m 
supposed to do. I’m not going to test Coach 
Stallings.” 

A cynic might suggest that Stallings has 
helped Royal and other players (notably, 
David Palmer) with additional chances be- 
cause they are good football players. But 
Will Brown, suspended last winter with 
Royal, was considered a better player than 
Royal, and the statistics back that up. He 
had more tackles, more sacks, more passes 
broken up than Royal last year. Royal still 
talks to Brown, who has transferred to 
Temple. 

Stallings said, “André had a good off sea- 
son. He understands his situation, that he is 
getting another chance. Hopefully, he will 
make the best of it. He’s got the talent to play 
a lot of places. If he can get the mental part 
down and become the team player he has a 
chance to, he is capable of playing pro ball.” 

Royal's position coach, Jeff Rouzie, said, 
“We are real pleased with his progress. He's 
putting forth a lot of effort. | think from an 
attitude standpoint André has some things 
he wants to accomplish. | think he has 
learned from past experience that team is 
more important than self. If you win, there 
is enough glory for everybody. He really 
wants to do well.” 


t was nothing new for Royal to start this 
season as a second or third team player. 
“There’s no doubt that always missing 
spring training has hurt me,” Royal said. 
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Linebacker André Royal (36) has made a lot of good impacts as a top defensive player in his Crimson 
Tide career, and Alabama Head Coach Gene Stallings made an impact on Royal when Royal was sus- 
pended at the end of last season. The senior seemingly has gotten his life in order and is playing well.

The 6-2, 228-pounder said that while his 
weight is the same this year as last year, “I 
was in terrible shape last year. I spent six 
months in the weight room this year and 
now I’m in great shape.” Although he has al- 
ways enjoyed weight room work, this year 
he didn’t go it alone; he got on the program 
outlined for him by Alabama's strength and 
conditioning coaches. 

By the second game of the year Royal had 
moved into the starting position at strong- 
side linebacker in Alabama's 4-3 alignment. 

“I knew I would get it sooner or later,” 
Royal said. “It was just a matter of time. I 
hoped it would come sooner than later. I feel 
better in a game as a starter than a back-up.” 

And he's played well. In one of the most 
thrilling games ever played by an Alabama 
team, this year’s come-from-behind 29-28 
victory over Georgia, Stallings put his faith 


in the defense and kicking game. Late in the 
contest, down 28-26, Alabama elected to 
punt, playing for field position. Royal made 
sure tackles on Georgia's first two plays, set- 
ting up a third and long. The resulting pass 
was incomplete and Bama was able to come 
back and win with a field goal. 

Originally from Theodore, André moved to 
Northport to begin the eighth grade when 
his mother re-married and his stepfather was 
transferred to Tuscaloosa. Although Royal 
had played “backyard football” before mov- 
ing to Northport, his first organized football 
came when he began junior high school. 
Then, as now, he was a linebacker. The move 
was also the beginning of his awareness of 
Alabama football. “I guess the only team I 
cared much about when I was little was Penn 
State,” he said. “I knew about Coach (Joe) 
Paterno.” By the time he was a two-time all- 
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state selection at Tuscaloosa County High 
School, just about every college coach in the 
Eastern United States knew about Royal, but 
he chose to stay home. 

Royal has said he picked Alabama for the 
challenge; not the challenge of playing for 
one of the nation’s finest football programs, 
but the challenge presented by his high 
school classmates. “They told me | shouldn't 
even try,” he said. “They told me I would 
never play, would never make my grades.” 

Royal came to Alabama expecting to be a 
defensive back, probably a strong safety. “I 
had worked real hard before | got here to be 
in defensive back shape,” he said. Although 
he had played his senior season at 
Tuscaloosa County High School at over 200 
pounds, he was at 190 when he reported. 
“Then they were a little short on linebackers, 
so | moved back to linebacker, and | was 
kind of small,” he said. “But | was able to 
add 15 or 20 pounds that year.” Royal played 
in two games at right outside linebacker and 
on special teams in all the others except the 
Auburn game. His best game came against 
Chattanooga when he turned in four tackles, 
including an eight-yard sack for a safety, and 
recovered a fumble. 

Royal's sophomore year, 1992, brought a 
problem of a different sort. That was the 
year he suffered a knee injury against 
Arkansas, then aggravated it in pre-game 
warm-ups before the South Carolina game. 
Arthroscopic surgery to repair the cartilage 
damage showed additional ligament dam- 
age, and Royal had to go reconstructive 
surgery that kept him out the rest of the sea- 
son and spring training. Through the rest of 
the season all he could do was rehabilitate, 
first working with weights, then finally 
some running. “About all | could do was 
watch,” Royal said. “I got to go to New 
Orleans, but about all | could do was cheer 
for the team.” 

His return in 1993 got him into the start- 
ing rotation for a few games, but he admit- 
ted that coming back after the injury kept 
him from being as effective as he had been. 
“I didn’t get to play as much as I would have 
liked,” he said. Then came another brush 
with Stallings’ Law and there was a chance 
that the playing time would be cut to zero, 
But André Royal seemingly has overcome 
the toughest opponent he ever faced. 
Himself.

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John Causey: 


Working Hard At A New Level

After toiling on scout team 
and as back-up, sophomore 
moves to number one 


or John Causey, the wait was worth it. 
F: redshirt sophomore center, Causey 

has been quietly paying his dues for 
the past three years, an everyday performer 
on the practice field, for the most part a 
sideline observer on Saturdays. A year ago 
he was the back-up to All-Southeastern 
Conference center Tobie Sheils, but played 
only 56 snaps the entire season—21 of them 
in Bama’s Gator Bowl victory over North 
Carolina. At the beginning of this season, 
playing behind converted guard Jon 
Stevenson, Causey was playing more, 20-25 
plays per game. 

That all changed in early October when 
Bama entertained Georgia and Causey drew 
his first starting assignment. The Monday 
before that game, Alabama Assistant Coach 
Jim Fuller, who tutors guards and centers, 
asked Causey how he thought he had played 
against Tulane. “All right,” Causey said he 
replied. Then Fuller said, “You'd better pick 
it up, because you're starting on Saturday. 
Its your job. It’s in your hands now.” 

As a back-up, Causey said he always had 
tried hard to get himself mentally and physi- 
cally ready to play. But starting was different. 
Causey said, “I kind of swallowed and 
thought, ‘This is a big game.’ Then I got ex- 
cited. | couldn't sleep the whole week. I'd 
doze off, then I'd wake up thinking about it.” 

He said, “You just approach it differently 
when you know you're starting. The intensity 
level is higher because you know that from 
the kickoff to the end of the game, you're 
going to have an impact on what happens out 
there. It's not like going in for a series here 
and a series there. It's harder to get a feel for 
the game when you're second team, because 
there’s more uncertainty. You don’t know 
when or if you're going to be in the game.” 

Causey played all but a few plays against 
Georgia, and, when Fuller asked him how 
he had done, he said, “Coach, | played every 
snap as hard as I can go. He had a big grin.”

Fuller was pleased because Causey turned 
in his highest grade of the year against 
Georgia, and also the highest grade of any 
center this year-82 per cent. “We feel any- 
thing above 70 per cent is pretty good ef- 
fort,” Fuller said. “We stuck the guy in there 
and he responded.” 

Causey didn't exactly earn the starting job. 
“We made the changes because we didn't 
think we were getting the play we needed at 
center and because we thought we could be 
a little stronger with Stevenson at guard,” 
Fuller said. “We thought the changes would 
make us a little bit better at both positions.” 


ide Head Coach Gene Stallings hasn't 
| yet given Causey a ringing endorse- 
ment, but did say, “John tries hard 
every day in practice and in the game, and 
that’s all | can ask of a guy. He's tough, and 
he's going to get better with playing time.” 
Fuller said, “John has made some sacri- 
fices to get where he is. He's a hard-working 
individual. The game means a lot to him. 
There's not a player who wants it any more 
than John. His aggressiveness is his biggest 
asset, and his quickness has improved. But it 
may be that his biggest improvement has 
come in the mental part of the game, in 
knowing what to do. If a player doesn’t 


know what to do, he’s got a problem. John’s 
a pretty good run-blocker, but he needs to 
get better at pass protection. And he'll get 
better by playing.” 

Ask Causey to list his weaknesses and the 
reply is, “You got enough ink?” 

Causey said, “It’s been a rough three years. 
It was especially rough when I was a fresh- 
man on the scout team, going up against 
John Copeland, Eric Curry and Derrick 
Oden every day. It's tough to go out there 
every day knowing you're going against the 
number one defense in the nation, blocking 
against the best. . .or, at least, trying to block 
them. | can start to see a little light at the 
end of the tunnel now. For a while it was 
nothing but darkness.” 

Causey's promotion to starter means he's 
no longer a “salty dog,” the nickname given 
to the Tide's second string offensive line by 
Tackles Coach Danny Pearman. “He called 
us that to keep us pepped up, to puta little 
fun into it,” said Causey. “When I was 
named a starter, Jeremy Pennington told me 
1 wasn’t a salty dog anymore, that | was 
moving up in the world.” 

Causey couldn't have gotten a better first 
start. “Just knowing the coaches have confi- 
dence in you to start you against a team like 
Georgia makes a big difference,” he said. 
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“I'm more excited, more fired up, because 
I'm starting, but I’m also more comfortable. 
Anytime you're playing, you're happy.” 


ausey also had a good feeling for an- 
i other reason: knowing that his fa- 

ther, who died in February, would be 
proud of his accomplishments. “My daddy 
loved football,” Causey said. “I know he was 
watching and saw me start. Coach (Jeff) 
Rouzie recruited me. After the game, Coach 
Rouzie put his arm around me and told me 
my daddy would have been proud.” 

After the Georgia game, Causey called his 
mother. “It was exciting to talk about the 
game, but it was also sad because we started 
talking about Daddy,” Causey said. 

Causey came to Alabama from Lowndes 
Academy in Hayneville, where he was a two- 
way starter and all-state performer. 

Now he's a 6-2, 262-pounder who bench 
presses 385 pounds, squats 450, and runs a 
5.0 40-yard dash. Going against defensive 
linemen who weigh up to 300 pounds, 
Causey wants to get bigger and stronger. 
And he works at that. During the off season, 
most Alabama linemen lift weights four days 


a week. He was in the weight room five days 
a week. During the season the linemen lift 
twice a week. He tries to work four days a 
week. 

“lL work hard,” he said. “I try to hustle and 
go hard. | don’t expect anything to be given 
to me.” 

Causey couldn't be happier than playing for 
Alabama. “It’s an honor to represent The 
University, a school that has produced so 
many outstanding players,” he said. “It was 
always my dream to play here, where they 
have such great tradition, great coaches, and 
know how to win. Anything short of winning 
is not good enough. Anywhere you go, the 
name ‘Alabama’ says it all to football fans.” 

He describes the Crimson Tide as a family. 
“1 like the atmosphere of the huddle, of the 
whole game. | told Sherman Williams it was 
an honor to block for him, and I meant it.” 

Causey has had big moments at Alabama. 
The start against Georgia ranks number one, 
followed by the 1992 national championship 
(when he was redshirted) and the first game 
he played in, last year’s Louisiana Tech contest. 

But John Causey is looking ahead, not 
back.

Kelvin Moore: 


Tide Defensive End Gives 
Low Marks At Mid-Term

Sophomore starter thinks 
Bama will pick things up 


sk Kelvin Moore about the play of 
Am defensive line in 1994 and 
you'll get an honest answer. Moore 
believes Bama’s down linemen have been in- 
consistent, and, at times, downright terrible. 

The sophomore defensive end from 
Daphne pulls no punches when it comes to 
an assessment of his own performance, as 
well as that of his teammates along the de- 
fensive front. 

“If 1 said we've played well this year, I'd 
be lying.” said Moore. “There have been 
times, mainly late in games, when we've 
picked it up a notch and played well. But we 
haven't dominated a game yet from start to 
finish. There's no doubt that we have to turn 
things around before it’s too late.” 

If Moore is upset, then Defensive Line 
Coach Mike Dubose is furious. Since Gene 
Stallings arrival in 1990, Alabama’s defen- 
sive line has been the Southeastern 
Conference’s most consistent unit and over- 
all, the Tide defense has ranked among the 
nation’s top five stop units in every major 
category. 

“| am disappointed with the play of our 
line thus far,” said Dubose. “We just haven't 
had any continuity and that’s probably my 
fault. The fact that we've played teams with 
so many different looks has really hurt us. 
We had to defend three option-type teams 
and then come back and face Georgia, a 
team that spreads the field with four wide 
receivers and runs the draw play. That game 
(Georgia) was probably the worst game for a 
defensive line since I’ve been a college 
coach. It all goes back to preparation. 
Georgia killed us with the draw play and 
that’s something we weren't prepared for. 
Again, I'll take responsibility for not having 
us better prepared.” 

It should be noted, however, that Alabama 
played the majority of the Georgia game 
with a 4-1-6 defensive alignment to guard 
against the big play from Heisman Trophy 
candidate quarterback Eric Zeier. Even the 
most accomplished defensive units would be 
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hard-pressed to stop the draw with only one 
linebacker in the lineup. 

As was the case in 1993, Bama’s defensive 
front continues to be plagued with injury 
problems. Left defensive tackle Shannon 
Brown has yet to return to form following a 
separated shoulder against Georgia. End 
Elverett Brown continues to be bothered 
with ankle problems and is looking at a 
probable medical redshirt year. Tackle Ozell 
Powell has also been a victim of a bad ankle. 

It is Elverett’s injury that has propelled 
Kelvin Moore into the starting lineup. At 6- 
3, 255, Moore is slight for a major college 
lineman. He has started every game thus far, 
and, according to Dubose, is the team’s best 
pass rusher. 

Moore proved his pass rushing prowess in 
Bama’s 20-10 victory over Tulane. Late in the 
second quarter, Moore got loose in the 
Green Wave backfield and made a brilliant 
Derrick Thomas-type strip-sack of the 
Tulane quarterback. End Dameian Jeffries 
scooped up the loose ball and returned it for 
Bama’s first defensive touchdown of the 
year. 

“That's the kind of play you dream about,” 
said Moore. “We work on the strip-sack in 
practice, but it’s rare when you have a 
chance to do it in a game. In this case | 
swiped at the ball and it came loose. 
Shannon tried to grab it and missed, then 
D.J. picked it up and rumbled in for a 
score.” 

Bama’s defense seems to make the big play 
when it has to, but at the same time, is giv- 
ing up huge chunks of yardage to very ordi- 
nary offenses. It is far from the suffocating, 
search-and-destroy style Bama partisans 
have become so accustomed to. 
Nevertheless, Moore believes the Tide de- 
fense has a chance to gel by the end of the 
season. 

“We've got good talent and great coach- 
ing,” said Moore. “It’s just going to take 
some time. Somebody's just going to have to 
step forward and take charge. Matt (Parker) 
has come in and done a good job. | think I'll 
continue to improve. Damien Jeffries is a 
big-time player. Ozell (Powell) continues to 
get better. What we need is some confi-

dence. The only way to get that confidence 
is to play a good 60 minutes of football, 
something we haven't done so far this year.” 


oming out of Daphne High School in 
{ 1991, Moore was hotly recruited by 

Florida and Auburn as well as 
Alabama. As a prep sophomore, Moore had 
his sights firmly set on a future in basket- 
ball. Following a little coercion from the 
head football coach, Moore joined the foot- 
ball team, beginning his career as a tailback. 
He was eventually moved to defense where 
he became his team’s top player, recording 
51 solo tackles and two sacks while causing 
seven fumbles his senior year. 

Moore appreciated Dubose’s straightfor- 
ward, plain-talk recruiting style. Following 
conversations with Dubose and fellow 
Daphne native and friend, former Tide 
linebacker Bragg Rockwell, Moore signed 
with Alabama. Following a redshirt year in 
Bama's championship season in 1992, Moore 
broke into the playing rotation in '93, partly 
because of the injury situation, but largely 
due to the fact that his play during spring 
practice and two-a-days impressed both 
Dubose and Stallings. 

Although Moore came to Alabama as a 
240-pound linebacker, he is now big enough 
to play the end position. And he still has 
good speed. 

He went on to participate in every game in 
1993, recording 17 tackles, one for a loss, as 
well as a sack and a quarterback pressure. 

“I'd like to think that | would have played 
last year regardless of the injury situation,” 
said Moore. “All the injuries really hurt us. 
Had we stayed healthy, I guarantee you we 
wouldn't have lost three ball games. Injuries 
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are a part of football, so you just have to 
deal with it and move on.” 

Once again, Bama is feeling the sting along 
the defensive front. Moore offers no excuses. 
“We'll just have to succeed with whoever 
we've got in there,” he said. “Every one of 
our linemen is capable of playing at a high

level. They wouldn't be here if they couldn't. 
The thing is, we've got to grow up and real- 
ize that we can’t stand around and wait on 
someone else to make the play. We've got a 
long stretch ahead of us and we've just got 
to go out and take charge. We'll come 
around. We have to.”

Dubose, on the other hand, is concerned. 
“| think the thing that bothers me the most 
is that we seem confused, sometimes a little 
lost early on in ball games,” he said. “We 
miss assignments, sometimes we get fooled 
on the most simple plays. So far, we’ve put it 
together when we had to. But the day is 
coming when it may be too late.” 

With the most challenging part of Bama’s 
schedule still ahead, there is very little room 
for on-the-job training. Shannon Brown 
should return to his early season form. The 
emergence of Matt Parker is encouraging, 
but several players like Ozell Powell and 
Kendrick Burton have failed to live up to 
their billing.

I is perplexing that a defensive line that 


For Moore, the answer is simple: “Play 
hard,” he said. “I know each one of us has it 
inside to be better. I've seen it on the prac- 
tice field. I've seen it in the fourth quarter of 
every game we've played. We've got to find 
that intensity at the start of every game and 
keep it until the end. When we do that, we'll 
be good. I just hope it doesn't take a loss to 
wake us up.” 

Still, with all the complaining from play- 
ers, coaches and fans alike, Alabama’s defen- 
sive unit, when the chips are down, seems 
to come off the mat and play well in the 
nick of time to salvage victory. “That's true,” 
said Moore. “But that’s not our style. 
Alabama means defense. That’s how we've 
won games in the past and that’s how we'll 


win games in the future. In the Georgia 
game, we were very lucky that our offense 
had what it took to pull us out of the fire 
and win the game. They saved us. It was a 
terrible defensive game for us and if we 
don’t play better down the stretch. . well, 
let's just say it could be a long season.” 

Dubose points to Bama’s come-from-be- 
hind 29-28 victory as a synopsis of the sea- 
son thus far. “I really can't think of anything 
we did particularly well in that game,” he 
said. “In fact we were downright terrible in 
some areas. We have got to get pressure on 
the quarterback from our inside rush. We've 
had the same problem all year and I see no 
sign of things improving right now.” 

Another area of concern is Bama’s defense 
against the run. Since 1990, few teams have 
enjoyed much success on the ground against 
the Tide. However, through the Southern 
Miss game, Alabama ranked eighth in rush- 
ing defense, behind South Carolina, LSU 
and Vanderbilt. 

Few would argue that stopping the run 
has been the Tide's bread and butter in re- 
cent years. Both Moore and Dubose agree 
that Bama must improve dramatically in this 
area if it is to be considered a championship- 
caliber team. 

Although Alabama still remains toward the 
top of Southeastern Conference statistics in 
pass defense, thanks in large part to safety 
Willie Gaston and cornerback Tommy 
Johnson, Moore knows that stopping the 
run is the key to winning in the SEC. 

“We've just got to do a better job of stop- 
ping the run. It’s as simple as that,” said 
Moore. “I feel like we have a good run de- 
fense, but we haven't proved that. Running 


the one-gap stuff should have made us bet- 
ter, but so far it hasn't. But we've got to im- 
prove in all areas, not just against the run. 
In general, we've just got to be more aggres- 
sive and grow up a little.” 


ith Shannon Brown hampered, 
W the defensive line has been in 
dire need of some emotional 


leadership. Brown's best attribute may be the 
fire and enthusiasm he brings to the Tide 
stop unit. Although Moore does not under- 
estimate the importance of Brown's presence 
in the lineup, he believes he has what it 
takes to step forward and lead not only with 
emotion, but by example. 

“I’m a pretty hyper guy,” he said. “It’s 
going to be up to me to keep everybody up. 
Shannon is an emotional leader, there's no 
doubt about that. What I try to do is talk to 
everybody and keep them focused. Dameian 
is the senior, so he'll do what he can. Really 
its up to all of us to pick up the slack and 
play our best on every snap.” 

With Bama’s stretch run through the 
month of November looming on the hori- 
zon, including road dates in Baton Rouge 
and Starkville, not to mention a November 
19 matchup with a solid Auburn team, 
Moore sees the defense, and the team as a 
whole, continuing to improve. 

“One thing our coaches really emphasize 
is that a good team should always get bet- 
ter,” he said. “We've struggled on both sides 
of the ball, but I’ve already seen some im- 
provement. | think we'll continue to get bet- 
ter, and hopefully by the end of the year, 
we'll be able to play with anybody in the 
country.”

Bama Appears To Be Good Again

New head coach likes what he sees 


n the grand scope of 
[== swimming and div- 
ing, July is usually a calm 
month. Only a small contingent 
of athletes is on campus. The at- 
mosphere in workouts is just a 
little more laid back. There is, 
in short, very little going on 
around the Alabama Aquatic 
Center deck. 
This past July was a little dif- 
ferent. 
It didn’t begin that way.

Skinner and Assistant Coach 
Vance Rose had just finished an- 
other summer of the Alabama 
Swim Camp and the summer 
training cycle was quickly com- 
ing to a close, thoughts turning 
more and more to the upcoming 
collegiate season. 

There was nothing to indicate 
that towards the end of July, 
Alabama Swimming and diving 
would undergo a drastic 
change. As John Lennon once 
said, “Life is what happens

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when you're busy making other 
plans.” 

Along with thoughts of the 
coming fall, Skinner was also 
concerned with a project for 
U.S. Swimming. He was part of 
the search committee to choose 
the coach for the newly-created 
U.S. Resident National Team, a 
search that was not going well. 
Skinner had already told the 
powers that be at U.S. 
Swimming that, as the position 
was structured, he was not in- 
terested in being a candidate, 
but he would be on the search 
committee. 

After months of searching and 
interviewing candidates, U.S. 
Swimming came back to 
Skinner with a restructured 
package that, after much 
thought, he decided he couldn't 
refuse. 

“It was an extraordinarily 
hard decision to make,” 
Alabama's first national champi- 
on said. “I went round and 
round with it. It was very hard 
for me to leave Tuscaloosa, to 
leave my swimmers, to leave 
Alabama, all these things are 
very important to me. But | be- 
lieve there are windows of op- 
portunities in life and some- 
times they are very short.” 

The task that remained for 
Skinner and longtime Alabama 
head coach and current 
Associate Athletic Director Don 
Gambril was to choose a succes- 
sor who would keep Alabama, a 
program on the rise, moving in 
the right direction. Both men 
agreed who the right man for 
the job was. 

“To me the choice was obvi- 
ous,” Skinner said. “I knew of 
only one coach whose coaching 
style and training methods fit 
perfectly with our program.” 

And so, on July 25, Alabama 
named former Crimson Tide 
Assistant Coach Chuck Horton 
as the fourth head coach in Tide 
history. In a matter of days, 
Horton was in Tuscaloosa for 


good and he and Skinner were 
spending long hours going over 
the Tide line-up and the train- 
ing regimen the Tide had used 
during Skinner’s four year 
tenure, preparing the 33-year 
old Horton for a season that 
wasn’t even a month away. 


ven now, after two 
months in Tuscaloosa, 
Horton marvels over the 


speed with which things tran- 
spired and how smooth the 
transition has been. 

“It's been an incredible experi- 
ence,” Horton said. “I've tried to 
make the transition for the ath- 
letes as easy as possible by 
studying what they've done in 
the past and working that in 
with what I've done in the past 
to make a real smooth and easy 
transition.” 

Horton, head coach at 
Villanova for the past seven 
years, says that his own transi- 
tion has been almost unnotice- 
able. 

“T've been through three transi- 
tions in the last eight years and 
this one hasn't felt like a transi- 
tion at all. | think that one factor 
in that has been the blessing of 
Jonty. Jonty has been very sup- 
portive and helpful. And the kids 
know that Jonty is still very much 
a part of Alabama swimming and 
that he will always be family.” 

Horton said that he's excited to 
be back at Alabama for more rea- 
sons than just coaching at one of 
the NCAAs premiere programs. 

“It's exciting to be working 
with my old boss again,” Horton 
said. “Coach Gambril has for- 
gotten more than most coaches 
know. He just knows everything 
about what it takes to swim fast. 
Learning from him is one of the 
great benefits of the job. I'm 
also excited about the prospect 
of coming in here and coaching 
Jonty’s team. It's just a great 
compliment and it’s something 
that I'll never forget.” 

Horton knows a little bit 
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about what it takes to swim fast, as a one- 
time national high school record holder in 
the 50 freestyle. He also knows how to 
coach fast swimmers. His Villanova squads 
produced four conference titles and one 
NCAA champion. 

Horton says one of the great things about 
coming back to Alabama is once again being 
part of the Tide’s commitment to excellence. 

“Excellence is expected at Alabama,” 
Horton said. “The athletes expect it of them- 
selves and of their teammates and they are 
willing to work hard toward that expecta- 
tion. When that kind of attitude is on the 
deck, and it has been since day one here, it’s 
not even like I go to work. It’s a pleasure to 
be here and work with these kids.” 

Horton inherits an Alabama program com- 
ing off one of the best seasons in school his- 
tory. The Crimson Tide women re-wrote the 
school record book, demolishing 12 stan- 
dards. Alabama finished third at the 
Southeastern Conference championship 
meet and posted the team's best national fin- 
ish since 1985, ninth. The Tide men broke 
two school marks, finished fourth at the 
SEC championship meet, and posted a top 
10 finish at the NCAA Championships for 
the first time since 1990. The 1994 season 
marked the first time since 1986 that both 
the men and women were in the top 10 na- 
tionally. For the women, who were 10th in 
1993, it marked the first time since the 
1985-86 season that the Tide had produced 
a back-to-back top 10 finish. 


n the women’s side, Alabama lost 
>: members of last year's NCAA 

squad, Helga Sigurdardottir and 
Georgia Sewell. And while Alabama will 
miss both women’s experience and the 
points they scored throughout the season, 
the Tide has plenty of young faces who 
could fill the void. 

The return of Stacy Potter and Katherine 
Rhodes should put the biggest smile on 
Horton's face. Between them, the two 
women hold seven individual school records 
and at least one is on four of Alabama's five 
school record-holding relay teams. 

Potter, a junior, finished second in both 
the 100 butterfly and 100 backstroke at last 
year’s SEC championships. At the NCAA 
championships, the Americus, Georgia, na- 
tive finished fourth in the 100 butterfly and 
sixth in the 100 backstroke. Potter currently 
owns the 50 and 100 freestyle, 100 butterfly 
and 100 backstroke school records. The 
Tide's MVP in her freshman and sophomore 
year, Potter will once again be the backbone 
of the Tide. 
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Rhodes, a senior, had a break-through year 
in 1994. Coming off a good year in 1993 she 
exploded at the 94 SEC championships, 
breaking three individual school records 
(100 and 200 breaststroke, 200 individual 
medley). The Huntsville native also set an 
SEC championship record on her way to 
winning the 200 breaststroke title. Alabama’s 
co-captain for 1994-95, Rhodes will lead the 
Tide both in and out of the pool. 

Leading Alabama's diving contingent will 
be senior co-captain Jill Tappen, of Highland 
Park, New Jersey, who has been an SEC fi- 
nalist each of the last three years. 

Also returning from Alabama’s 1994 
NCAA squad are junior Amy DeVasher of 
Tuscaloosa, senior Stacy Gillies of West 
Palm Beach, Florida, sophomore Ann-Sofie 
Joensson of Sweden, junior Anna Lindberg 
of Sweden, sophomore Francine Mathot of 
Brandon, Florida, and junior Karli Taylor of 
Sunnyvale, California. DeVasher, Gillies, 
Joensson and Lindberg were All-Americas 
last season, Mathot finished third at the SEC 
championships in the 200 breaststroke and 
Taylor holds the school record in the 200 
backstroke. 


Newcomers to watch include Karen Jones 
of Birmingham in the butterfly and sprint 
freestyle events and Maria Elm of 
Pleasanton, California, in the breaststroke. 


n the men’s side, Horton is faced 
‘@) with a team that lost six members of 

last year's NCAA squad to gradua- 
tion, including NCAA 100 breaststroke run- 
ner-up Travis Myers. So despite coming off a 
top-10 national finish, Alabama will be re- 
building this year. 

The men’s biggest asset is going to be the 
Tide diving corp, one of the strongest in the 
country. All four of Diving Coach Pat 
Greenwell’s charges carry All-America cre- 
dentials. Seniors Rick Richmond of Valrico, 
Florida, and Mike Tamberino of Lutherville, 
Maryland, should combine with sophomores 
Rafael Alverez of Spain and Josh Luber of 
Pittsford, New York, to give Alabama plenty 
of points throughout the season. With a 
year’s experience under his belt, Alverez, a 
finalist at the 1992 Olympics, has a chance 
for SEC and NCAA titles this season. 

On the swimming side of things, Horton 
and the Tide will lean heavily on David 
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Strassburg who returns for his senior season 
with an eye towards capping his career in 
style. Already one of the fastest freestylers in 
Tide's storied history, the Mount Pleasants, 
South Carolina, native looks towards scor- 
ing in the finals of the NCAA champi- 
onships and pushing Tide relays toward a re- 
turn All-America engagement. 

Strassburg will be joined by junior Alex 
Voris in the freestyle events. Voris and 
Strassburg give Alabama one of the fastest 
freestyle tandems in the Southeastern 
Conference. Voris is currently third all-time 
in the 100 freestyle for the Tide, with a time 
just ahead of Jonty Skinner's 43.92, which at 
the time, 1975, was good enough for an 
NCAA title and record as well as being the 
U.S. Open record. 

Alabama's roster also boasts of All-America 
butterflyer Russell McDowell of Wichita, 
Kansas, and NCAA qualifier and 1994-95 
co-captain Jim Pestrichelli of River Edge, 
New Jersey, Alabama’s distance ace. 

Newcomers to watch include breaststroker 
John Potts of Delray Beach, Florida, and 
sophomore butterflyer Tom Forrest, a native 
of Vineland, New Jersey, who transferred to 
Alabama from Villanova.

In Alabama, this season’s strongest posi- 
tion may be defensive back, which could 
produce as many as 12 to 15 Division I-A 
signees. Several wide receivers also show 
promise, while the numbers of the other 
skilled positions, running back and quar- 
terback, are considered to be down. 

As noted in previous articles, the players 
featured here are not necessarily the play- 
ers being recruited by The University of 
Alabama. This is a collection of the best- 
known and most successful high school 
players as determined by newspaper re- 
ports and recruiting publications.

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top 30 players by the Tuscaloosa News in 
pre-season. 

Lavar Smith is a 5-8, 160-pound wide re- 
ceiver from Woodlawn. Smith has been 
timed at 4.4 in the 40 and is a three-year 
starter for Coach Jerry Stearns. Also a guard 
on the basketball team, Smith won honor- 
able mention honors in ‘93. His best game 
was against Benjamin Russell, catching 
eight passes for 160 yards and two touch- 
downs. His favorite player is Florida's Jack 
Jackson and he lists Alabama and Florida as 
top choices. 

Steve Stanley is one of the finest athletes 
in the state this season, once described by 
the Birmingham News as Ozzie Newsome 
playing quarterback. At 6-4 and 190 
pounds, Stanley runs the 40 in 4.5 and is a 
three-year starter for Coach Jimmy Moore 
at Colbert County High. Stanley rushed for 
1,000 yards and passed for almost 1,200 
yards as a junior.

Alabama Looks For Early Signees

Men and women have 
several openings and both 
linked with top prospects 


he early signing period for basketball 

| (and most other sports except foot- 

ball) is November 9-16, and Alabama 

Head Men's Basketball Coach David Hobbs 

hopes to land several new players in this 

time. It's an important recruiting year for 

Hobbs, who has four seniors on this year's 
roster. 

Late last week many expected the Tide to 
have its first commitment when Anton 
Reese, the 6-3 backcourt standout from 
Lithonia, Georgia, called a press conference. 
Most believed Alabama was leading for the 
high school All-America. However, Reese 
cancelled the press conference, saying he 
needed a little more time to decide between 
Alabama and Connecticut. Additionally, 
Reese may be considering Tulane, Georgia, 
Tennessee and Minnesota. Reese still ex- 
pects to sign in the early period. 

He is ranked the 25th best player in the 
nation and sixth best back court player by 
one publication. The four-year starter was 
AAA Player of the Year in Georgia as a ju- 
nior as he averaged 23 points and eight re- 
bounds per game and had 140 assists and 60 
blocked shots for Coach Eric Mance. He had 
a top scoring game of 42 points and he is a 
good student who is academically eligible. 

Top priority for Alabama is the state's top 
player, Brian Williams, a 6-2 point guard 
from Montgomery Jeff Davis. Williams is the 
most highly-rated player to come out of an 
Alabama high school in a number of years, 
ranked among the nation’s best by virtually 
every recruiting service. Williams’ coach, 
Wilbert Hamilton, said he expected 
Williams to sign early. Alabama is generally 
considered in the lead, but Williams has also 
visited Texas, made an unofficial visit to 
Auburn, and will visit Georgia Tech before 
signing day. He, too, is academically eligible. 

Another Lop point guard prospect in 
Alabama is Bart Hyche of Winfield (who is 
also listed in this issue as among the top 
high school football prospects). Hyche is ex-

pected to play basketball in college, but it is 
not likely he and Williams would pick the 
same school, and our information is that 
Alabama has put its eggs in the Williams 
basket. 

Alabama has had a great deal of success in 
Mississippi in recent years and, according to 
a report in the Tuscaloosa News, the Tide 
may be close to landing one of the top play- 
ers in Mississippi again this year. Early 
Smith, a 6-8, 235-pound power forward 
from Starkville, told the newspaper he is 
“leaning to Alabama,” but not ready to com- 
mit. He is also considering Houston, 
Mississippi State, Ohio State and Clemson. 

Many consider Bama to be leading for the 
top center in Mississippi, Tyrone Washington, 
6-10, of Gentry High School in Indianola. He 
is also considering Mississippi State. 

Although no fewer than five high school 
players in Louisiana have listed Alabama as 
among the schools they are considering, the 
Tide is thought to be most likely to sign 
Lonnie Cooper, a 64 back court player from 
McCall High School in Tallulah. Cooper has 
repeatedly said that the two schools giving 
him the most attention are Arkansas and 
Alabama. He is considered the number one 
prospect in Louisiana. 

Reports have it that several players earlier 
linked with Alabama have chosen other 
schools. Keith Harris, a 6-7 wing player 
from Port Arthur, Texas, has selected Tulane; 
B.J. McKie, a 6-2 guard from Irmo, South 
Carolina, committed to South Carolina; and 
Harold Jamison, a 6-9, 275-pound center 


from Holly Hill, South Carolina, will sign 
with Clemson. 


egardless of the number of players 
R= by Alabama in the early sign- 

ing period, it is possible that Bama 
would go for one or more players in the late 
signing period, April 12-May 15. 

One possibility is Thalamus McGhee. 
McGhee, 6-10, 300, is one of the nation’s top- 
ranked junior college players. He's at Trinity 
Valley Community College in Athens, Texas. 
The Houston native averaged 12.8 points and 
9.5 rebounds per game as a freshman. St. 
John’s is trying to get McGhee to sign early. 
Other schools in the hunt are Michigan State, 
Florida State, Clemson and Texas. 


recruiting for women’ basketball because 

the nation’ top girls aren't covered like the 
nation’s top boys. However, it is easy to see 
that just as Hobbs needs to sign several play- 
ers, Alabama Head Women's Basketball Coach 
Rick Moody needs to add a number of per- 
formers. His roster includes five seniors. 

In Alabama, the top prospect appears to be 
LaTrish Jones of J.O, Johnson High School 
in Huntsville. She’s a 6-3 center for Coach 
Ken Williams and was a second team all- 
state performer last year. 

Alabama has had some recruiting luck in 
Tennessee in recent years. Tennessee has ex- 
cellent high school girls basketball and year- 
in and year-out the most powerful Tennessee 
team is Shelbyville. Alabama has been iden- 
tified with two players there, 5-10 wing 
player LaDonna Woodson and 6-1 post play- 
er Consuelo Sparrow. 

At least three national recruits are consid- 
ering Bama. Basketball Times recently noted 
that Dominique Canty, a 5-8 point guard 
from Chicago Whitney Young High School, 
is leaning to Alabama. The publication said, 
“She plays the breakneck style that helped 
propel the Crimson Tide to the Final Four.” 
Top competition for Canty, who is expected 
to be an early signee, is Virginia. 

Connecticut, Georgetown and Alabama 
are battling for Melba Chambers, a 6-0 wing 
player from St. Francis Academy in 
Baltimore. She is said to be a terrific player 
on the fast break who can shoot the jumper 
and also drive in traffic. 

Bama also is linked with Demaya Walker, a 
thin 6-2 center from Mount Holly, New 
Jersey. Others involved are Virginia, North 
Carolina, lowa, Kentucky, Duke, Maryland 
and Georgia Tech.
